To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Elham  Rural  District  Council: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  I964. 

The  health  of  the  community  continued  to  be  generally  satisfactory 
as  shown  by  the  year’s  vital  statistics  the  main  facts  of  which  are  as 
follows : 


Population;  The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year 
population  was  10,310  which  is  an  increase  of  210  on  the  figure  for 
the  previous  year. 

Birth  Rate;  The  birth  rate  after  correction  was  17.0  per 
1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  13.9  for  the  previous  year  and 
18. 4 for  England  and  Wales. 

Death  Rate ; The  death  rate  after  correction  was  8.2  which 
is  4.0  per  1,000  less  than  in  I963  while  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  11.3.  Over  83^  of  deaths  occurred  over  the  age  of  65  while  less 
than  2%  occurred  before  the  age  of  1 year. 

Infant  Mortality;  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  19.5  per  1,000 
live  births  an  increase  of  3.5  on  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  but 
compares  favourably  with  the  national  rate  which  was  20. 

Maternal  Mortality;  There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes 
during  the  year. 

Cancer;  There  were  fewer  deaths  from  cancer  other  than  lung 
ceucer.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  increased  giving  a mortality  for  thi 
site  of  0.7  per  1,000  of  the  population  comp)ared  with  0.5  for  the  country 
as  a whole,  iill  but  one  of  these  dealhs  occurred  in  males. 

Tuberculosis;  Four  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  All  were  in  persons  over  the  age  of  45.  There  were 
no  deaths. 


Other  Notifiable  Diseases;  Apart  from  three  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  the  acute  infectious  diseases  were  confined  to  Measles  and  Whooping 
Coungh.  Measles  which  was  epidemic  in  I963  declined  to  37  cases  while 
Whooping  Cough  showed  but  little  change  20  cases  having  been  notified 
compared  with  21  the  year  before. 

Details  of  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  are 
included  in  the  Report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  the  fact  that  fewer  dwellings  each  year  remain 
unconnected  to  the  public  water  supply  and  as  its  corollary,  the  progressive 
increase  in  the  number  of  premises  connecteci  to  the  public  sewers. 

I have  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  continued  support  and 
the  staff  generally  for  assistance  received  during  the  year.

"Work  was  started  on  the  construction  of  the  sewage  treatment  works 
at  Sellindge  to  serve  the  parishes  of  dellindge,  Stanford  and  Ljnnpne  within 
the  District  and  Brabourne  and  Smeeth  within  East  Ashford  R.D, 

MesS' s.  Robert  Seville  Ltd.  of  Maidstone  ere  carrying  out  this 
scheme  and  the  contract  figure  was  £142,018. 

Contractors  who  wished  to  submit  tenders  for  Stage  II  of  this 
scheme,  that  is,  the  construdtion  of  sewers,  pumping  stations  and  house 
connections  in  Sellindge,  Stanford  and  L3nnpne,  were  invited  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  tenders  will  be  accepted  in  the  New  Year. 

(b)  Cesspool  Emntying 

Cesspools  were  emptied  by  direct  labour  with  two  750  gallon  emptier s 
and  by  hiring  two  vehicles  from  Messrs.  Liquid  Refuse  Disposals  Ltd. 

This  contractor  proved  to  be  very  unreliable  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
but  it  is  understood  that  his  business  is  to  be  transferred  to  Messrs. 

Pur  bridge  of  Chatham,  next  year. 

Despite  considerable  overtime  being  worked  there  was  a delay  of 
up  to  6 weeks  between  receipt  and  execution  of  requests  to  em.pty 
cesspools. 

No  separate  charge  is  levied  for  this  service. 

Cesspools  constructed  at  Swan  Green  Estate,  Sellindge  in  waterlogged 
ground  have  been  found  to  be  leaking  and  causing  pollution  in  adjoining 
watercourses,  but  this  nuisance  will  be  abated  immediately  miain  drainage 
is  available.

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5 . Control  of  Infestations 


Rodent  Control 


One  pert-time  rodent  operator  v/as  emplojed  up  to  3rd  December,  19^'4 
but  after  that  date  he  was  taken  on  full-time . This  appointment  was  made 
because  there  were  many  infestations  which  he  was  unable  to  treat 
efficiently  whilst  only  working  part-time  and  also  to  enable  a property 
survey  of  agricultural  properties  to  be  made.

No  infestations  of  bed  bugs  or  fleas  came  to  light  during  the  year. 
There  were  fewer  wasp  infestations  this  year,  probably  due  to  the  dry 
summer  and  to  the  increased  use  of  agricultural  pesticides. 

6.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


Fortnightly  kerbside  collection  of  dustbins  was  undertaken  by  direct 
labour  using  two  Bedford  7 cu.  yd,  side  loading  vehicles,  but  in  August 
an  Austin  12/20  cu,  yd.  rear  loader  was  purchased  and  an  additional 
loader  was  engaged.  It  was  possible  to  carry  out  refuse  collection  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  with  very  little  overtime  having  to  be  worked. 
Authority  was  received  to  dispose  of  the  second  Bedford  vehicle. 

Probably  due  to  an  ageing  population  more  and  more  requests  are 
being  received  for  dustbins  to  be  collected  from  the  rear  of  premises. 
There  are  now  an  appreciable  number  of  elderly  people  and  ladies  living 
on  their  own  who  are  physically  incapable  of  carrying  dustbins  containing 
a fortnights  refuse  to  the  kerbside  and  it  might  be  that  the  time  is  ripe 
for  the  Council  to  consider  giving  a house  collection  service  in  the 
near  future. 

Only  the  one  refuse  tip  at  Blind  House  Lane,  Stanford  was  in  use. 

This  tip  is  nearly  full  but  the  owner  has  agreed  to  lease  the  Council 
additional  land  for  tipping  and  tliis  should  be  adequate  for  a further 
7-8  years.
